THE ELECTION 
Labour and Liberal Pledges 


Dr. Mabel Tylecote, Labour candidate for 
Prestwich; Lancs., addressing a mass mecting 
calied by the Prestwich Zionist Society, at King's 
Road Schoo), on Monday, paid a glowing tribute to 
Jewish achievements in Palesiine. She reminded 
the audience that. the White Paper, which caused 
tragedies such as that of the Siruma, was intro- 
duced by a Conservative Admimistration, and she 
stressed. the fact ‘that the Labour Party unhesi- 
tatmmaly condemned the White Paper as a betrayal 
of the Balfqur Declaration, Dr. Tyiecote concluded 
by quoting in full the declaration of policy in regard 
to Jewish immigration and Palestine made by the 
Labour Party m 1943 and 1944, calling for “ the 
recogniuion of the Jewish people as an equal among 
the tree nations ~ and pressing the trresistible case 
for the establishment of a Jewish: majority § in 
Palesyne. 

In reply to’ a quéstion, Dr. Tylecote said she 
had no doubt that a Labour Government: would 
wipe off the White Paper during its first session, 
and give its attention to a change in the Palestine 


administration. Per party, and she. personally, fully 
and whole-heartedly supported the policy of 


Aiderman Harry Goodrich, Labour candidate for 
N_ Hackney, speaking ‘at a Torah Va Avodah mect- 
ing at Zion- House, Cazenove Road, London, N.., 
said wt gave him pleasure to be allowed the oppor- 


tunity of associating himself with their. movement. 
The British Labour Party had recognised the 
necessiv. of the Jews having a National Home 


where they could settle and enjoy the freedom other 
nationalities did. with -all the diplomatic and other 
amenities attached thereto. 

* Personally,” said Alderman Goodrich, “1 am 
mindful of the fact that over one million Jews, men 
and women, served in the ranks of the United 
Forces in the war in Europe to crush the evil forces 
of Nazism and. Fascism, and gave of their best, 
sharing the unfortunate casualties of war. We - 
this country are now conducting an election for 
new Parliament to enable the people ta Phen 
their views. as to their futere Britain and thei 
future international policy. -In connection with the 
latter, the quesuon ol Palestine must be dealt. with 
and the Balfour Declaration must be implemented 
in good faith, and the matter be no longer delayed. 

The speaker read out the declaration on Palestine 
madé by Mr. Hugh Dalton on May 22 at the Black- 
pool Conference of the Party. 

Hendon Candidate's Views 

Miss Elaine F. Labour candidate for the 
South in the course of a letter,

‘It seems to me that there are three problems 
[concerning Jews] to meet: that of Jews as indi- 
viduals, of Jews as refugees, and of the Jews as 
a people. To this end we must secure: (i) equality 
of civil rights for all Jews wherever they reside, 
an equality to be observed in the spirit as well as 
in the letter.

IN BELGIUM NOW 


The Immediate Post-War 
Position

The writer of this article was a member of a party 
of neutral press representatives in London who 
were recently invited by Shaef and the Beigian 


Government io Brussels. Aniwerp, and 
Liége. 
long last, in my various trips to Western 
Europe, 1 bave found a country where Jews 
have suffered léss than usual. Some 20.000 
Jews in Belgium have survived the storm. They 


owe their lives to various circumstances. of which 
the most important, no doubt, was the atthude ol 
the Belgian population in general. There was a 
kind of natural alliance against the foreign invader, 
the racial persecutor, and. this alliance, at least 
during the Nazi tyranny, united Belgian Gentiles 
and Jews. 

During the war, thousands of Jews were hidden 
away in the attics and cellars of those criss-cross 
shaped houses which are so typical of. the old 
Beigian towns like Brussels. Many were hidden 
amongst the farmers and peasants m Various par;rts 
ot the country,. And many a Jewish child found

WALLS OF POWDERED 
HUMAN BONES 


Polish Government’s Account of 
Chelmno Murder Camp 


[he Polish Provisional Government in. Warsaw 
has published the. results of an. investigation it 
held of the Nazi extermination camp in Chelmao, 
near Kolo, in the Poznan. district According to 
the report, at least b.135,000 Jews from all paris 
of Europe were killed there by the Germans be- 
tween 1940, when the camp was established, and 
1945, when the Red Army liberated the district 
where the camp. was Sifuated 

The. investigation: revealed that in Novembe! 
1940, units of the Gestapo swept into the town; and 
took. over ‘a local mansion as a recepiuon 
lor future victims. 

The first group to arrive, 
came on December 9, 1940... They were taken to 
the reception centre; forced to undress and. then 
whipped into hermetically sealed gas trucks. Ihe 
victims were driven three Kilometres to a 
wood, their bodies removed and buned in shallow 
graves. From December 10 onwards, fresh batches 
were brought to Chelmno every day. On some 
days there were as many as 2,000 victims. 

“ The Nazis buik special warehouses [to 
the clothing and valuables stripped from 
whom they murdered; later the loot was 
Germany,” the report says. “ The 
Commandant was Major Bothmann, his deputy 
was Lieutenant Otto Lang and, iater, Plate 
Puzecinck : Bohm was in charge of transportation ; 
the man in charge of the collection of looted gold 
and valuables was Bristing;: the: crematoria. tore- 
men. were Runge Kietschman; financial 
administration was controlied by Neufeld, while 
a German named Langmeister was the camp 
physician, 

“ These Nazis organised 
slave-workers whose job it was to make powder 
out of human bones; the powder was then taken 
to the village .of Zawadka, on the Warta River, 
near Kolo, whefe it was used in. building retainer 
walls 

“Many were the tragedies which the fire of 
Chelmno crematoria Consumed. One man, working 
at the ovens there, recognised. one of the victims 
as his own Sistér, who was still alive despite her 
trip in the poison gas truck. Struck with. horror 
he refused to. put his sister mto the oven: Gestapo 
guards swung their whips. The man threw him- 
self at the guards and they shot him.”

dence provided by thousands of Jewish refugces 
who have reached this country, since the outbreak 
of the war, from Nazi or Nazi-occupied territory. 
especially Poland.

between Britain and Germany would be a tragedy, 
the effects of which Britain and the British Empire 


would not survive, and I consider that a grossly 
disproportionate influence was exerted on British 
policy by the Jews, who Wad their reasons for

H.M. Government to reverse the policy laid down 
in the White Paper of May, 1939. regarding 
Palestine and to carry out faithfully the obligations 
under the Mandate and the Balfour Declaration.

CHAPLAINS ORGANISE - 
CONFERENCE 


Mr. Sacher Sighs for Partition 


American Jewish Chaplains in England organised 
a six-day conference last week and this. which was 
held in the Board Room of the West London Syna- 
gogue, Upper Berkeley Street, W.1, and lectures 
were delivered by a number of people prominent 
in various fields in the Anglo-Jewish Community. 
he conference was held under the auspices of 
the Chaplains’ Section of the United Kingdom 
Base of the U.S. Army and was on Jewish affairs. 
_ Mr. Harry Sacher spoke on “ The Zionist Jewish 
Scene,” on Friday lasi, under the chairmanship of 
Chaplain Albert S. Goldstein. 
Of the many roads which, he said. led Jews to 
Zi sm, Mr. Sacher mentioned particularly 

Pressure, active persecution, anti-Semitism 
a more negative torm, and, finally, the cause 
which seemed to him the most important: a certain 
inner conflict, an instability in the life of Jews in 
the diaspora, which was largely independent of all 
external factors. 

Che solution, he said. of the great mass of Jews 
to-day was found in Zionism—by putting Jews and 
Judaism inio their own milicu. [n other words. 
they got the milicu and spirit in harmony and 
that was the fundamental drive and urge in Zionism 
and the force which was making Jews move towards 
Zionism, 

li they were to ask him whether Palestine had 
already solved the Jewish problem of creating 
mternal harmony in the Jewish soul and harmony 
yxeiween the Jewish spirit and its milieu, his 
answer would: be but that they were on 
the road to doing so. 

The thing that struck him as obviously still un- 
settled in Palestine was a certain rawness and a 
certain political tension. He meant the rawness 
Which arose from people from different parts of 
the world coming together and trying to create 
a society in a particular situation in which they 
had, starting from a very small minority, a com- 
munity growing up, m constant tension with the 
peoples around it-—-with the Arabs and the Admin- 
stration. But it was-a very virile community, and 
he would say that Palestine had created the Jew 
whose conflicts were of an entirely different kind 
trom the conflict the Jews suffered in the Galut.

In his replies to questions, Mr 
he would hke to see was an 
which Jewish Palestine was a 
British Empire. 

On partition, he said that his own view was that 
one of the greatest mistakes, possibly the greatest 
mistake, that Zionists ‘made in recent years, before 
the war, was the refusal of the suggestion made 
more or less along the lines of the Peel Com- 
mission, He thought they could have had. a small 
Jewish Siate, and at any rate, when this war came, 
there would have been a part of the world in 
which Jews exercised complete control and to which 
they could admit Jews from any part of the world; 
where they could have organised a Jewish Army 
and taken their place side by side on, al any rate, 


a constitutionally equal footing with the other 
United. Nations, and they could, when. the time 
came, have made representations to the. Peace 


Conference in the capacity of a Sovereign State. 

He thought that when they rejected it, as m 
practice if not in form they really did, they made 
a very great mistake. Holding that view, tf parti- 
tion were again offered to them, he hoped they 
would not repeat the mustake 

On Friday afternoon a Seminar was held under 
the chairmanship of Chaplain Morris A. Sandhaus 
on .“ Jewish Communities in Europe.” 

Chaplaii Emanuel Schenk reported 
personal experiences (im Germany 
slovakia. 

The British Jewish Chaplain for the London 
area. the Rev. Isaac Chait, drew attention to the 
thousands of Jewish children who were wards 
of the French Government These children 
were claimed by the State and therefore, untess 
their parents rciurned—-and in most cases they 
never would—they would be lost to the Jewish 
community, 

Rabbi Max Schenk (of Australia) stressed the 
fact that the Jewish communitics and committees 
found it verv difficult to send Rabbis into liberated 
Germany to do religious and relicf work among 
the surviving remnants of Jewry there. 


The Anglo-Jewish Scene 


On Sunday, Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., spoke on 
“The Anglo-Jewish Scene.” 
burg presided. 

Laski gave an_ historical. survey of the 
Anglo-Jewish Community and its main instiiulions. 

Referring to the status of the Jewish: ministry, 
Mr. Laski said he had contended that this com- 
munity had never rightly regarded its munisters. 
It had always underpaid them, and that had always 
made them servants instead of seeing that they 
were above the heat of battle and conflict. The 
result had been that the community had never 
quite got the right person to become a munister. 

The present membership of — the Board ol 
Deputies, which was over 400, Mr. Laski thought 
toa large: it became, he said, a public meeting 
instead of a usefully handled body. The denuncia- 
tion of the “ treaty” with the Anglo-Jewrsh 
Association, resulting in the break-up of the Joint 
Foreign Committee, had led to a result which he 
thought detrimental to the community. _ 

The Board was said to-day to be dominated by 
a caucus, he added There could be no doubt that 
at the present moment, and for the first ime, the 
Board was to a very large extent in the possession 
of a very ably regimerited majority. He personally 
did not think there was room in the Jewish com- 
munity for politics of that kind. There was only 
room in the Jewish community, with its — very 
difficult problems, for thoughtfulness which from 
time to time could come together in terms of a 
major and a minor vote. . 

The result of the latest happenings in the Board 
had been that a great many people who had con- 
tributed a great deal out of their experience, 
wisdom, and time to the community, had walked 
out of it, and he was afraid that the community, 
as regards trained administrators, was. very much 
in the doldrums, 

On the subject of anti-Semitism, Mr. Laski said

there was an extremely efficient defence Organisa- 
tion of the Board, and he regarded Mr. Sidney 
Salomon as one of the ablest servants of the com- 
munity, 

The Rev. Dr. Harold Reinhart expressed the 
hope that the Education Committee of the Board 
of Deputies would find wavs and means of 
declaring to the Jewish community and to the 
educational authorities concerned that Jewish edu- 
cation was inclusive Jewish education and that 
there were places for different interpretations of it. 
He hoped that they would be able to fight together 
as Jews for education rather than, as herctofore. 
for Orthodox education exclusively. 


Jewish Flag to Fly ia Germany 


Pointing to a Jewish flag at the conference dinner 
at the Savoy Hotel on Monday evening. Lord 
Nathan, Chairman of the Jewrsh Hospriaity Com- 
mittee, declared, amid great applause: 

“ There is the flag which we are going to fly 
over our first Jewtsh Welfare Centre on German 


soil, and I hope myself to be able to go over there © 


and perform the opening ceremony and unfurl the 
flag.” 

Chaplain Paul Gorin, who presided, paid a warm 
tribute to the Anglo-Jewish community, number- 
ing not more than 350,000 souls, who met a gigantic 
task heroically when they were called upon to 
provide hospitality for the many thousands of 
American Jewish Servicemen who came to this 
country. ‘ 

Chaplain William S. Walsh, Acting Senior Base 
Chaplain, United Kingdom, and Rabbi |. Toubin. 
representative of the American Jewish Welfare 
Board in Europe. spoke. 

Mr. John Sills. the new director of the Army 
and Navy Department of the Jewish Welfare Board 
in America, and formerly the representative of 
the Board in England, said he was more equipped 
to thank the Jewish Hospitality Committee than 
any American. preset’, because he had lived and 
worked with it from its very inception. 

Chaplain Samson A. Shain. who also paid a 
tribute to Anglo-Jewry, presented to Lord Nathan 
a scroll bearing the American Eagle and. the 
Jewish Chaplain’s Insignia, with the following 
inscription in-.English and Hebrew: 

™ Presented by the American. Jewish Chaplains in the 
tinited Kingdom to the Jewish Hospitality Committee for 
British and Allied Forces, in deep appreciation of the 
friendship and hospitality extended‘ to the Jewish personne! 
of the United States Army and Navy by the Jewkh Com- 
munities of Great Britain.” 


Lord Nathan said the scroll would long be 
treasured. and would, he hoped, remarn as a per- 
manent memorial of the friendship that had grown 
bttween the two communities in the Unued States 
and this country. 

Lord Nathan agnounced that they were going 
to open the first Jewish Welfare Centre on German 
soil, although he was not yet allowed to reveal 
where it would be. It would not be in Berlin, but 
perhaps the second would. be. 

Ihe Rey. I. Levy, C.F . described some of 
the fine work their American colleagues. were 
doing to rehabilitate Jews from the concentration 
camps in Germany.

Scheme Approved by J.R.E.B. 


“ It is my conviction that if no scheme of com- 
munal taxation is adopted by the community within 
a year or two, then Jewish education in 
country is doomed to extinction.” 

This warning to the community was given by 
the Jewish Education Officer, Dr. Nathan Morris, 
when he commended the scheme for the creation 
of a London Board of Jewish Religious Education 
which was put forward for the approval of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board at a meeting 

resided over by Dr. N. Lucas, at Woburn House, 

st week. 

The scheme was adopted. : 

Headed “ Draft Scheme for the Creation of a 
Central Council for Jewish Religious Education in 
Great Britain and Eire and of a London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education,” it states, inter alia: 

“ Por good and obvious reasons it is desirable for Jewish 
education to mode! its administration structurally upon that 
of national cducation, with its central Council or Board 
in the shape of the Ministry of Education and local cduca- 
tion authorities in the various areas. The main advantage 
of this arrangement is that it secures attention for the 
national point of view and, at the same time, provides 
adequate scope for local initiative and cnthusiasm. 

“In the case of Jewish cducation, it is proposed, to 
create authorities for Greater London and a number of 
provincial centres whose function it will be to provide and 
maintain Jewish cducation in all its forms in their 
respective areas; and a central Counci! or Board propor- 
tionally representative of all the local bodies and respon- 
sible for those gchecral aspects of education which affect 
them all. . 

“ It is proposed that the new bodies, namely. the Centra! 

_ Council for Jewish Religious Education in Great Britain 
and Eire and the London Board of Jewish Religious Educa- 
uion shall take over the agreement entered into on July 22. 
1941, between the Chicf Rabbi and the Joint Emergency 
Cammittec.” 


Membership of Suggested Board 
In the proposals concerning the London Board 


of Jewish Religious Education, its membership is ° 


suggesied as: 

(a) One representative of every congregation, with a 
minimum of 100 members, which has the cxclusive right 
to the use of a building devoted to public worship. A 
representative of a congregation with a smalicr membership 
may be admitted by special resolution of the Executive 
Committee. 

(b) One representative cach of every orthodox cducationa! 
Organisation not directly connected with any Synagoguc. 

(c) Three representatives of the United Synagogue. 
appointed ty the Council; three of the Federation of 
Synagogues; three of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
gregations, three of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagoguc 

(d) One representative appointed by the Council of Jews’ 
College: one by the Yeshivah Etwz Chaim: one of the Union 
of Anglo-Jewish Preachers; one of the Chazanim Associa- 
tion. 

In addition, the Board shall co-opt 20 other members, 
including at least four women and four people with special! 
association With youth movements. 

Of the Hon. Officers, it is proposed that the Hon. Presi- 
dent should be the Chief Rabbi 

It is proposed that the Board shall assume responsibility 
for all the activities hitherto carried on in Greater London 
by the Jewish Religious Education Board, the Taimud 
Torah Trust, the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 
the Association .of the Jewish Non-Provided Schools, the 
Central Commitice for Jewish .Education, in so far as its 
work applics to Lofidon, and the Board of Orthodox 
Hebrew Education 

The proposed Central Council for Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion in. Great Britain and Eire, it is proposed, shall consist 
of not more than 60 membcrs, half of whom shall represent 
London and the other half the Provincial Communities.

In reply to the Rev. I. Livingstone, Dr. Lucas 


agreed that by passing the resolution it did not 
mean that the details of the scheme were agreed 
to. 


Dr. Nathdn Morris made a statement in which 
he described the preparations being made for the 
holding of the communal conference on education. 
They were going to try to make this communal 
conference, he said, the most widely representative 
educational gathering that they had ever had in 
this country. 

As to the question of delegation [the relevant 
clause in the 194] agreement states: “ There shall 
be no delegation of the Chief Rabbi's functions on 
the Joint Emergency Commitice to any alternate "| 
the agreement with the Chief Rabbi, said Dr. 
Morris, had been the basis of the work of the 
Joint Emergency Committee sinte 1941. It had 
worked very smoothly, and that was the best 
recommendation, The Chief Rabbi had repeatedly 
told him or his colleagues that he was full of satis- 
faction with the educational work of the Joit 
Emergency Committee. On the other hand, he 
had said again and again that he was not Satisfied 
with the point ‘in the agreement which dealt with 
the question of delegation. He had accepted it im 
1941. But he reserved the right to raise it again, 
but in a modified form. What the Chief Rabbi 
said now was that he would like the Joint Emer- 
gency Committec and, later, the other organisations 
to agree to a form of delegation in these terms: 
that the Chief Rabbi should be given the right or 
power to delegate his function to others provided 
the delegate met with the approval of the Central 
Organisation, 

This, said Dr. Morris, was a matter which was 
still under discussion by the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Paul Goodman said it had been suggested 
to him that he should withdraw the proposition he 
had moved, and he did so, but he would hke to 
place it on record so that the matter could be dis- 
cussed by the appropriate body. 

This was agreed to.

unless a friendly hand was stretched out to them, 
and he appeaicd to the ministers to form small 
committees im every congregation which would 
take these children into their houses and give them 
back the feeling that they were wanted. 

fhe Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, of Birmingham, pre- 
sided at the second morning session, when the Rev. 
E. Kahan, of Harrogate, spoke on “ Judaism and 
Palestine in the light of historical perspective and 
to -day’s circufmstances.”’ Palestine, be emphasised, 
was of the first importance tor the life of Judaism. 
There had always been a Jewish community m 
Palestine, and to-day, but for the Yishuv and its 
600,000 Jews, the future of Judaism would indeed 
be serious. As it was, Palestine provided a solu- 
tion for the problem of. the homelessness of the 
Jew and gave conndence for the tuture of Judaism. 
Ihe speaker believed that Palesine would become 
the centre for. the necds: of modern Jewry, -in 
Hebrew and English, providins ultimately another 
restatement of traditional Judaism which would be 
claimed as authoritative. by world Jewry. The 
rebirth of Judaism in Palestine would act not only 
as a brake to the pace of assimilation, but would 

elp in the revival of Judaism in .all lands. 

Rabbi Dr. Lehrman, in opening the discussion, 
spoke of the Jewish people in Eretz Yisrael as. the 
hammer forging and shaping Jewish culture ancw. 
Its influence m Jewish education was. already 
apparent m inspiring teacher and pup alike with 
a love of our festivals and the . beauty of our 
observances. Several speakers denied that Zionism 
represented any spiritual force either m England 
or in Palestine, while, on the other hand, many 
felt that Zionism was the only ideal appealing to 
Jewish youth 

Revival of Learning. in Eretz 

Dayan Lazarus struck a note echacd by a num- 
ber’ when he stressed the great revival of Jewish 
Studies that was taking place in. Palestine. 
Palestine, concluded the Chairman, would .become 
a channel towards the ultimate goal of instilling 
our youth with the Jewish re‘igious spirit. 

Dayan Lazarus took the chulr at the tmal session, 
at which the Rev. C. L. Heilpern, of Bourncmouth, 
read a paper on “ The Minister, the Synagogue, 
and the Community.” Preaching was tbe Minister’s 
oldest. and most important function, he said. yet 
it was open to doubt whether the Anglo-Jewish 
‘community took it at all seriously. Facilities for 
thorough preparation by the minister must be pro- 
vided by the congregation, Once the power and 
prestige of the pulpit was restored to its rightful 
place 1 would prove to be the most vitalising force 
in the life of Anglo-Jewry, and towards this end 
he suggested an interchange of. pulpits for. the 
whole country. Turning to the place of the Syna- 
gogue,-Mr. Heilpern considered that all activities 
must revolve round it, thus giving them the stamp 
of spirituality. 

This. view of the. munister’s functions was 
challenged by many of the subsequent speakers. 
The Rev. N, Levine, who opened the discussion, 
felt that life outside was more important than life 
inside the Synagogue, and the function of the 
munister was to lead the community in the religious 
art of living. There was room, declared the Rev. 
Livingstone, for more. than one type of 
minister. There were many facets in the task of 
the minister as the defender of his faith. and 
speaking at non-Jewish societies or co-operating in 
local and other activities were not unimportant. 

In closing the Conference, the President paid a 
warm tribute to the work of the Rev. I. Living- 
stone, the Hon. Secretary, He also expressed the 
Ministers’ thanks to the Ladies’ Auxiliary of Jews’ 
College for their helpfulness in the provision of 
lunches.

munity to-day, in us efforts to turn the tide of 
irreligion, Character and spiritua! outlook were 
determined. during the formative years of 


adolescence, and the religious sentiment wa« made 
permanent through its embodiment in a leader 
whom the youth was anxious to imitate. |} ‘ample 
mn the youth leader counted for more than any- 
thing clse, and that was why his religious 
attitude was more important than mere know. 
ledge. Deep religious faith and sincere 
practicen of Jewish law were essential, and 
unicss leaders endowed with such qualities 
could be found the speaker was afraid tha: nothing 
much could be hoped trom the AJ.Y. plan for 
religion in clubs. It was a task for a full-time 
youth leader, and not the minister, who could not

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Zeal and Its Reward 


“ Wherefore say: Behold, 1 give unto him M) 
covenant of peace; and it shall be unto him. and 
to his seed after him, the covenant of an everlast- 
ing priesthood; because he was jealous for his God.” 

—(Numbers xxv. 12-13. 


tbe reward of religious fervour is peace, and 
a peace which is not illusory, not a will-o- 
the-wisp or an uncertain interval between 
one deadly war and another deadlier still, but one 
that will be stable and permanent. Just as “ faint 
heart never won fair’lady,” so will those “ little 
of faith * (Ktanei Emunah) never enjoy real tran- 
quillity and peace of mind and body. Had 
Phinehas compromised with his conscience when 
he beheld one of the children of Israel commit 
harlotry with a Midianitish woman and not have 
slain them both in their chamber, in accordance 
with the command of the Lord, the plague, which 
had already claimed twenty-four thousand victims. 
would not have been stayed yet. If there is any 
lesson which the war in Europe, so happily ended 
recently, has impressed upon nations as well as 
individuals it is that a policy of appeasement is 
as disastrous as it is dishonest. 
Not only is zeal necessary in waging war agains! 
a ruthless cnemy, it is also necessary to be filled 
with religious enthusiasm when both victor and 
vanquished have laid down their arms. One must 
not be deluded into thinking that wars aut: 
matically create a spiritual revival. The clamou: 
for the services of a chaplain. must not be taken 
as a reflex of a return to religion. Many are the 
psychological factors responsible for such a display 
of emotion. History has shown that every war 
has been followed by a religious slump and a 
breakdown of personal and socia!] morality. When 
the storm is over, the mass of men do not eo on 
rising to great heichts. That was the experience 
in 1918, and this experience will no doubt be 
repeated now that “ that man is dead and gone.” 
In the hard years that lie ahead, religion will have 
to be alive and vital, standing strong amidst the 
moral backwash of this war, maintaining unim- 
paired its testimony fo the enduring principles to 
which mankind must in the end return. And 
Judaism can only be a dynamic force in our lives 
if those who profess i are imbued with the zeal 
of a: Phinelas in attacking the acts of a Zimri. — ' 
N diagnosing the present apathy of so many 
towards the responsibilities of their faith. 
numerous Symptoms have been discovered Lack 
of parental example in the home, the trifling with 
Jewish education, the appalling indifference towards 
the call of the Synagogue, the inferiority complex 
bred by anti-Semitism which makes so many unde: 
value that whith is Jewish and overestimate evervy- 
thing clse—these are only some of the causes ad- 
vanced as responsible for the general religious apathy 
and the lack of zeal and enthusiasm with which we 
discharge our duties as Jews. We lack that fire and 
warmth, that hAiftlahavut which the Chassidic sect 
raised to the rank of a Divine command. To 
quote Lhe words of the Rizimer Rebbe: “T will 
illustrate you the necessity of warmth in the ser- 
vice of the Lord Ihe Torah (Lev. xv., 13). bids 
us. when we become uncican, to immerse our- 
selves in water and thereby be purified. But 1 
the water is frozen. can we immerse ourselves in 
u? A frozen heart cannot purify an unclean life.” 
Hence is the Torah compared to fire: for just as 
only fire can kindle fire, so only can one who ts 
enthusiastic himself communicate that veal to 
others. For, says the Taimud, “ only such -words 
‘as emanate from one’s heart will reach the hear! 
of another.” 


HIS lack of zeal is especially apparent when 
we pray at home, or in the Synagogue 
There ts a coldness about such a service which 
can almost be felt. In the interests of decorum, 
we have driven: warmth and emotion and the 
family spirit out of. the Synagogue. Once it was 
different. A service in the Synagogue would be an 
uplifting experience, after which we would be 
equipped to face our daily life with broadened out- 
look and renewed vizoul So fervent were -the 
Chassidiim im prayer that they. were almost trans- 
noried to ethereal realms, unconscious of the 
hysterical swayings of the body which often acted 
as an accompaniment to such ecstasy. In defence 
of his adherents, the Besht once said: ** Laugh 
not at the motions of a man who prays with 
iervour. He makes these motions in order to save 
himself. from foreign thoughts which intrude ufon 
him and threaten to engulf his prayer Would 
you laugh at a drowning man who makes mowuons 
in the water in order to reseue himself?” 3 
An overwhelming task now faces humanity. 
We must restore what the Nazis have destroyed. 
Like the plague of locusts, so graphically por- 
trayed in the book of Joel, the cursed Nazis have 
left a large part of the world barren. Let even 
greater zeal animate our efforts for good. ‘he 
policy of appeasement must be outlawed from high 
and humble quarters. No more must hatred and 
bestiality be allowed to feed and grow fat on the 
blood of innocent victims, and, above all, no more 
must anti-Semitism darken the affairs of men and 
raise its ugly head in the council chambers or in the 
streets. For let there be no mistake about it: the 
world will never enjoy the “ covenant of peace” as 
long as there is no peace for Israel. And Israc! 
can only be at peace when they are allowed to 
enjoy freedom and equality wherever they may 
dwell, and especially if those who are homeless or 
are not happy in their present environment are 


allowed to establish themselves in Eretz Yisrael-—- 


the land which in hope has always been their 
own.

AND NOW TRANSJORDAN 
Seeking Independence 


Now that Transjordan is reported to be pre- 
paring to negotiate with the British Government 
about the removing of Britain's mandatory 
suzerainty, which is sponsored by the League of 
Nations, and the granting of complete independence 
to the territory which in Turkish times before 1918 
formed part of the same vilavyet. or province, as 
Palestine, it is apparent (our Jerusalem correspon- 
dent cables) that the development of Arab 
Nationalist autonomy under British tutelage is 
gradually assuming a coherent pattern. 

The Zionist Movement has never acquiesced in 
the permanent separation of Transjordan (a name 
which itself was manufactured after the first world 
war to suit the peculiar concept of its political 
rather than its geographical position), but while 
the oxtreme and more commaawealth-minded 
clements, like Jabotinsky and his followers. neve: 
ceased from clamouring for its reintegration with 
Palest™e. more sedate Zionists tended fo accep 
the fait accompli presented by that first act of narti- 
tion altogether passively—the Revisionists claim 
(hat i is accepied supinely.

N.Z.0. DENOUNCE WEIZMANN 
POLICY 


“ Four-Square ” Speech and Partition 


The Political Department of the New Zionist 
Organisation has issued the following statement in 
connection with the speech delivered by Dr. 
Weizmann last week in London, in which he de- 
clared: “ We stand four-square on the Churchill 
White Paper of 1922.” 

“ The New Zionist Organisation desires to warn the 
Jewish public that the White Paper of 1922 represented, as 
Dr. Weizmann admitted, a radical departure from the 
Balfour Declaration. It excluded Transjordan from the area 
of Jewish settlement and opened the way to Partition by an 
adroit interpretation of the Balfour Declaration to the cffect 
that *‘ the terms of the Declaration . do not contem- 
plate that Palestine as a whole should be converted into a 
Jewish National Home, but that such a Home should be 
founded in Palestine.’ 

* The White Paper of 1922 established the principle of 

absorptive capacity as the limit of Jewish immigration, a 
principle which must be regarded as artificial inasmuch as 
nd provision is made cither for a political and economic 
reeime aiming at the swift extension of the absorptive 
capacity of the country, or entrusting the Jewish people with 
the task of extending that absorptive capacity. Consequently 
it remained in the. power of the Government to limit Jewish 
immigration (1) by cutting off Transiordan, (2) by excluding 
the greater part of Western Palestine from Jewish settle- 
ment, (4) by an unfair system of taxation which discrimpgpics 
against the Jewish population, (4) by failing to mtroduce 
plans of industrial and cconomic development, and (5) by 
rendering it impossible for the Jewish people as a whole 
to apply their materia! and inteliectua!l resources to the 
development of the country hand in hand with Jewish immr- 
gration. ‘ 
It is desired to impress upon the Jewish people that 
no favourable change can be produced in Palestine cxcept 
by a radical change in the political policy of the Govern- 
ment, and by the introduction of a’ regime directed towards 
sift development accompanicd by an equally swift Jewish 
immigration, 

* The New Zionist Organisation points out that Dr. Weiz- 
mann'’s speech of last week once again represents public 
abandonment of the Jewish claim .to Eastern Palestine 
(Transiordan) which alone has sufficient unoccupied area 
to provide space for a real Jewish mass immigration. The 
New Zionist Organisation repudiates the abandonment It 
intends to bring its repudiation to the notice of the British 
Government as well as to the trustceship of the New Work 
Organisation, the United Nations.” 


The Political Office of- the New Zionist Organisa- 
tion in Jerusalem issued a statement on similar 
lines, in which it alleged that Dr. Weizmann had 
delivered his speech in acceptance of the 1922 
White Paper without consulting the Zionist insti- 
tutions in. Palestine, of which he is regarded as the 
head. 


ABSORPTIVE CAPACITY 


Words and the Reality 
From Mr. SALMOND S. LEVIN 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn 


Sir.—The mention of “ Absorptive Capacity ” by 
Dr. Weizmann in his recent speech and the admir- 
able comments upon it in your leading article sug- 
gest that 1 might be profitable to examine the 
nature and implications of this doctrine in the 
light of Economics. One must stress that it 1s 
economic and not political absorptive capacily 
that is in question. The latier.is the unjust, the un- 
reasonable, and, in present circumstances, the 
inhuman restiictions that the White Paper imposes 
en us with the object of reducing and _ restricting 
the National Home to a tiny Levantine Jewish 
Community. Dr. Weizmann is undoubtedly right 
sti that absorptive capacity is not a natural 
feature “* growing on trees,” but something which 
can be moulded. But his suggestion that he alone 
can create it is perhaps inadequate. It ts an inter- 
national problem and not one for the Jewish 
Agency alone. It is completely beyond the Agency's 
political and financial means. 

What is economic absorptive capacity”? tt is the: number 
of persons to whom a country can offer a livelihood. This 
they can earn in three ways: by exploiting natural resources, 
¢.2.. agriculture: by industry. by providing al! the complex 
Services that a modern community requires It is evident 
number cneaged in: the third type of activity will 
be a function of the numbers and productivity af the first 
two. In the case of Palestine the number of those who 
can ¢arn their living from the soil and the sea will depend 
on the development of large schemes such as that proposed 
in Lowdermilkk’s J.V.A.- The number of those engagcd in 
industry will depend on the markets that can be developed 
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in the Middle East, and this again on the raising of the 
standard of life of all those who live there. The tcrrible 
problem of the poverty of the fellah throughout the Middic 
Fast is one that can and must be handied on an inter- 
national basis, ¢.¢.. by the provision of international loans 
for large-scale development schemes. In this connection it 
is unfortunate that recent events in the Levant have 
strengthened the position of the classe@ whose present con- 
trol throughout the Middle East is the principal obstacle to 
the development of this terribly depressed arca. 

Furthermore, unless the problem of Middle Easi security 
is put under international supervision we may see it 
becoming the cockpit of rival impcrialisms avid for oi) and 
perhaps another slaughterhouse of the Jewish people. Nor 
dare we overlook the danger of imposing on all Jewrics an 
unnecessary conflict of loyalties. 

Finally the apparent reorientation of Zionist policy on 
the 1922 White Paper involves the recognition that al! the 
historic Jewish lands cast of the Jordan were artificially and 
unjustly separated from Palestine by this document, which 
is thus in itself the most arbitrary limitation of the absorp- 
tive capacity of Palestine. This truncation would make im- 
possible from the start the proper development of any great 
scheme worthy of the name that would provide room and 
peace for untold millions of Jews and Arabs. Dr. 
Weizmann will not add to his great services by leading us 
ay along the bloody, barren, and stony road to Parti-

to the British Home Guard. An officer friend of 
his told him thai he began training some of these 
volunteers in the use of the. predictor, which, as 
they knew, determined the height of aircraft.

Czech Solution to Jewish Problem? 


In the course of an appeal broadcast from 
Prague last week to the population of Czecho- 
slovakia to assist in eliminating all vestiges of anti- 
Jewish feeling, Dr. Eric Kolar, Secretary of the 
Committee for the Abolition of the Nuremberg 

ws, emphasised that misunderstandings and 
hatred between Jews and other citizens had been 
created under pressure and on the orders of the 
German invaders. Continuous propaganda, he 
said, had met with a certain response, especially 
from those sections of the population where there 
was latent national or economic rnti-Semitism. 

It was not enough, he said, to return to the old 
constitution which proclaimed the equality of all 
citizens before the law: even a law against racial 
hatred, like the one in force in the U.S.S.R.., 
would not suffice. “‘ Every citizen must do his 
share in solving this problem,” Dr. Kolar declared, 
pointing out that a Czech must always be regarded 
as a Czech, even though racial laws ‘proclaimed 
him a Jew. He stressed that the solution of this 
roblem should not prove difficult in view of the 
act that of about 118,000 people who had been 
considered Jews under. the Protectorate racial 
laws, barely one-tenth survived. 

Pre-war economic anti-Semites complained of 
the undue participation. of Jews in certain pro- 
fessions,; Dr. Kolar continued. They forgot that, 
before, the Liberal era, Jews were admitted only 
to certain occupations, During the war Jews had 
done all sorts of manual work in which they 
proved their value and skill, and to which they 
would certainly gladly go back in the new 
economic order There would be more Jews in 
the Government service and in the army for which 
they had volunteered while in exile. 

National Anti-Semitism 


Referring to the so-called national anti-Semitism, 
Dr. Kolar pointed out that some of the middle- 
aged Jews who had survived the terror of the con. 
centration camps had had a German education. 
They would be treated like other anti-Fascist 
and anti-Nazi Germans and would not be deprived 
of their citizenship. It was hoped that they would 
have enough political wisdom not to create any 
obstacles to the complete assimilation of Czech 
Jews. 

“The same is expected of the so-called Jewish 
nationals, the Zionists.’ Dr, Kolar declared. ‘The 
sad experiences of the Jews during the war have 
certainly strengthened the Zionist movement,” he 


said. “Zionism is no longer an internal Jewish 
affair, The non-Jewish Czech population must 
realise that the Zionist problem is international 


and that Zionist aspirations are humanly just. We 
shall, however, differentiate between Jewish 
nationals and. those Czechs who were only con- 
sidered Jews because of the racial laws and who 
profess to be members. of the Czech nation. The 
Jewish public, 
two alternatives: either Jewish nationality in an 
independent Jewish Sfaie, or complete and full 
assimilation with the nation in whose midst they 
live. Half-measures are illogical and would only 
prolong the solution ofthe problem,’ Dr. Kolar 
concluded. 


The Slovak National. Committee has decided

Jewish deporices unless they return by November: 
3% next, states a report from Prague. The- seques- 
trated land, i is stated, will be distributed among 
poor peasants and agricultural workers,’ 

The two political parties in Slovakia are both 
dodging the issue of enforcing the restoration of 
pe ar Jewish property to the rightful owners. 
The anti-Jewish laws have been formally repealed, 
but the Jews complain that the repeal is “ only 
on paper" and the only benefit that they have 
derived so far is that they can move about freely. 

Forty-six repatriated Jews on their return to 
Zvolen. were attacked by members of the Hlinka 
Guard and forced to leave the town again.

HONOURS JEWISH 
HEROES 


Fifty Jews who fought heroically in the Warsaw 
ghetio battle, as well as those who led the revolts 
in the Bialystok, Czestochowa, and other ghetioes, 
and leaders of Jewish fighting organisations and 
partisan bands, were decorated by Marshal Rola- 
Zymierski, Commander-in-Chief of the Armed 
Forces of the Polish Provisional Government. on 
the second anniversary of the uprising in the 
Warsaw ghetto. 

Among the six awards—five of them posthum- 
ously~—of the Gruenwald Cross, the highest decora- 
tion that Poland can bestow, were two to women. 
One of these was Fruma Plotnicka. leader of the 
Hechafiutz in Poland, Another Jewish hero thus 
honoured was Joseph Kaplan, leader of Hashomer 
Hatzair. 

Thirteen awards, most of them posthumous, of 
the order “* Viguti Militari,” often referred to as 
the Polish V.C., were also made. : 

Other Jewish heroes and heroines received the 
Cross of Valour. 

The full list of the awards was published in 
every Polish newspaper.

refuge in the boarding school attached to a Cathiolic 
monasicry. 

There was another modifying factor 
in Belgium. The first German military govern- 
ment under General von Falkenhausen showed. 
according to my information, little eagerness to 
implement the Nazi racial policy. In addition, it 
is very widely 1umoured (and I believe it to: be 
correct) that the Queen Mother of Beigium 
managed to secure certain written assurances from 
Hitler himself regarding the hon-persecution at 
least of those Jews in Belgium who had Belgian 
nationality. But, alas, m the end those assurances 
were uSeless. One day all the old Jewish families 
of Brussels were rounded up—those of them who 
could stull be found. The only difference in their 
treatment was that at the concentration camps and 
assembly points at Malines and Brendock they 
were first deprived of their Belgian nationality 
before being deported. By this paltry trick 
Hitlers promise was fraudulently evaded. It was 
another exampic of the well-known Nazi idea of 
* legality.” 

Not all the 80,000 Jews who once -lived in 
Reigium. were able to go into biding. Thousands 
of them shared the fate of their bre*hren from 
Eastern Europe in the. Nazi slaughter-houses and 
death-camps.

Hostels Planned 


A number of those who were deported are now 
finding their way back from the. concentration 
camps-—1,200 so tar. They are mostly in a pitiful 
State. With the support of the Joint Distribution 
Commuitee of ‘America a- hostel has been 
established where they are received and looked 
alter. This hostel was opened the day before my 
arrival in Brussels in the presence of represeniatives 
of the Belgian Government, More hostels are 
plarined, 1 was told, by those acting for the “Joint” 
in Brussels—Miss Margolis and Mr. Elgart. a 
social worker from Boston who has now gone io 
Holland for relief work. 

The Great Synagogue of Brussels in the Rue de 
la Régence has not sufiered apart from some dis- 
figuration by black daubing on the outside. The 
Rexists (Belgian Fascists) did this. They intended 
to do more but were prevented by the Belgian 
police, Now, Liberal and Orthodox services are 
held every Saturday in the Synagogue. 

As in Paris, the Jewish organisation, which the 
Germans compelled communal feaders to form, is 
still the subject of hectic discussion inside the 
Jewish community, Those who took part in that 
* Association” are heavily blamed. But I am 
inclined to believe that some of the reproaches are 
unjust and that under difficult conditions the 
majority of=these men and women did all they 
could to reduce and to delay hostile action against 
their fellow Jews. without any discrimination. 

Conditions in different parts of Belgium, varied 
enormously. The Flemish parts, and Antwerp in 
articular, were much more hostile to the Jews. 

hat is why the ancient Jewish community of 
Antwerp is practically wiped out.

THE NATIONS’ CHARTER 


TO millions of men and women, as they reflect on the past, 


the signing of the Charter of the United Nations will evoke, - 


in addition to a longing for the success of its objects, a chilly 
dread that this great international instrument, like others 
before it, may, when it comes to the test, prove little more 
than a triumph of hope over experience. Yet, if ever hope 
should cease to sustain man ‘in his laborious upward climb, 
if ever his belief in the possibility of a better future should 
desert him, his utter destruction would be sealed. It was. the 
hope of such a charter, President TRUMAN truly said at 
the conclusion of the San Francisco Conference, that helped 
sustain the courage of stricken peoples through the darkest 
days of the war. : 

In this effort by the nations bravely to try once more, 
experience has been heavily called upon to help lay really 
firm foundations for the future peace. Experience, for 
example, has taught America the fallacy both of her own 
strategical self-sufficiency and of an international organisa- 
tion in which she does not participate. That lesson -has been 
learnt, and applied—in‘itself a portentous fact. All the 
might of Russia comes, this time, to reinforce the power and 
authority of the International Organisation. Experience has 
taught the impotence of a peace-guarding body without the 
power to enforce its will. In the Charter all the signatory 
States are definitely pledged to contribute to the necessary 
force. Action is entrusted to the strongest of the nations 
and the machinery to control their superlative strength is 
not to meet spasmodically but to remain’ in continuous 
operation, a continually sitting security council with a mili- 
tary staff at its elbow. 


Jews will naturally. study the Charter for its bearing. 


upon their two specific concerns—freedom and equality in 
Galut, on the one hand, and the security of the National 
Home on the other.. Both are plainly affected by its pro- 
visions. As to the first of these, the attitude of the new 
instrument: is well described by Mr. TrRuMAN’s statement 
that “ the Charter is dedicated. to the achievement and 
observance of human rights and fundamental freedoms.” 
“ Unless,” he declares, “ we can attain those objectives for 
all men and women everywhere without regard to race, 
language, or religion, we cannot have permanent .peace and 
security.” This plea, which he has set forth in such admir- 
ably frank terms,*has. been made again and again in these 
columns as the first foundation of freedom from war. It 


is important to note that this sentiment constantly recurs in - 


the Charter itself. “ We, the peoples of the United Nations.” 
runs one of its affirmations, “ determined . . . to reaffirm 
faith in fundamental human rights, in the dignity and value 
of the human person, in the equal rights of men and women 
of nations large and small. . 
efforts to accomplish these aims.” Among the purposes of 
the United Nations, which it sets forth, is one “ to achieve 
international co-operation . . . in promoting and encourag: 
mg respect for human rights and for fundamental freedoms 
for all without distinction as to race, sex, language, or 
religion, and to be a centre for harmonising the actions of 
nations in the attainment of these common ends.” And 
the General Assembly is to initiate studies and make 


recommendations for, among other things, “ assisting in the 


realisation of human rights and fundamental freedoms for 
ull without distinction as to race, sex, language, or religion.” 
There is no mistaking the significance of these repeated 
reiterations on the subject of the rights of the individual 
and of human equality. 

Clearly these much-emphasised assertions do not clash 
with the ban on intervention in matters which are “ essen- 
tially within the domestic jurisdiction of any State.” If they 
did, both could hardly have found a place in ‘the Charter, 


Nor could the General Assembly be empowered to recom- 


mend measures for the peaceful settlement of any “ situa- 
tion,” regardless of origin, deemed likely to impair friendly 
relations among nations, including “situations resulting from 
a violation of the provisions of the Charter setting forth the 
purposes and principles of the United Nations.” All the 
steps detailed above are, of course, only permissive; they 
are not mandatory, They are matters of “ may” and not 


~ of “ must,” and though they. may bring the fierce light of 


publicity. to bear upon evil-doers, they offer no decisive 
guarantee against them. All the same, the Security Council, 
which alone is responsible for action, is empowered to in- 


_ vestigate any dispute or situation which might lead to inter- 


national friction in order to determine whether its continu- 
ance 1s likely.to endanger the maintenance of international 
peace. 

lerritories now held under Mandate may, by agreement, 
be placed. under the Trusteeship system, but there is no 
obligation on the present Mandatory Powers to agree. The 
future Of Palestine is clearly affected by this. Meanwhile

instruments. . This clause we owe largely to the foresight 
and energy of Judge Proskauer, the Chairman of the 
American Jewish Committee, who by his vision and energy 
forestalled what was in effect an attempt by enemies of the 
Jewish Nationa! Home to take the first steps towards white- 
anting Jewish internationally guaranteed rights in this 
matter. 

Obviously a good deal of clarification in addition to study 
and discussion must proceed before any definite conclu- 
sions can be drawn as to the potential value of the Charter 
to specific Jewish interests in Palestine or in the Diaspora 
Like so much else in the Charter the value of its terms may 
have to be tested by their actual working. Like everything 
in this historic declaration, they depend very largely on the 
good will of those whose influence is dominant in the 
nations, on their sincerity, their readiness for restraints and 
obligations, and their sense of honour. The continued 
recurrence of waves of truculent nationalism which pass 
from time to time over the nations, even to-day, are so 
powerful that the best-laid plans are easily swept aside by 
them. Most of all do they depend, in the last resort, on 
the degree of honest and convinced acceptance of the 
eternally true teachings of the Torah, expressed more 
vividly in the poetry of the Jewish Prophets. It is a basic 
Zionist doctrine that spiritual revival must precede our 
creation of a Jewish Palestine. The same precedence is 
imperative before the nations cam securely build their new 
Jerusalem. | 


WHAT HAPPENED IN BELGIUM 


Dr. Ernest Meyer, the well-known Swiss journalist, was 
a member of a party of neutral representatives ‘n London 
invited recently by Shaef and the Belgian Government to visit 
Brussels, Antwerp, and Liége. He describes in an article in 
this issue what he saw. Although, thanks mainly to the sym- 
pathy of the Belgian population under the stress of common 
danger, some 20,000 Jews have survived the German occupa- 
tion, the story he has fo tell is a painful one. Of the 80,000 
Jews in the country several thousands shared the fate of their 
brethren from Eastern Europe. in the Nazi slaughter-houses 
and: death-camps. The great round-ups of 1943 and 1944, 
which swept in many thousands of Jews subsequently deported 
to Upper Silesia, are still remembered .with anguish among 
the remnant of survivors, Some 1,200 of the deportees, accord- 
ing to Dr. Meyer, have now trickled back, most of them in 
a pitiful condition, Thanks to the American Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee something has been done to meet their most 
urgent needs, and more is contemplated. It is worth noting 
that the Jewish situation in various parts of Belgium differed. 
In the Flemish region it was deplorable—Antwerp'’s Jewry 
was practically wiped out—in the Walloon, or French-speaking 
areas, it was far more bearable. This is not without signifi- 
cance to-day. Much controversy rages among the Belgian 
Jews as among those in France, concerning the activities of 
the Jewish organisation formed under German compulsion for 
carrying out Gérman instructions. The members of these 
associations are denounced by ‘the “reSistance” Jews as 
collaborators. It is very difficult, in the absence of full in- 
formation. to form any reliable judgment of their conduct, 
especially, as Dr. Meyer seems to suggest, since the associa- 
tion seems to have done all it could to reduce and delay the 
Nazis’ hostile proceedings. It is all a question of whether 
these “ conscripts’ of brute force did-the best for their com- 
munity as a whole irrespective of the risks and suffering which 
they and theirs might personally incur. It is to be 
hoped that:this ugly and demoralising feud will quickly die 
down and that, while such rare cases as the Mosser Jacques 
-—-who, it is reported, was deservedly lynched in the end by 
his fellow-Jews for his treachery—will be eternally execrated 
by. every decent human being, @ generous allowance will be 
made for difficulties of bygone times which now it may be 
almost impossible accurately to weigh. Meanwhile the actual 
problems are accumulating far too fast to add to them retro- 
spective troubles of the past. 


THE “LISTS” SCRAMBLE 

AN ugh feature of contemporary communal activity is pro- 
vided by the competition which has sprung up among various 
organisations all. undertaking to try. and establish contact 
for Jews principally of this country and of the United 
States with relatives lost in the fog of European agony. The 
modus operandi is simple. First, some kind of a list of names 
of liberated Jews in Europe is obtained from any source, prefer- 
ably a list of survivors available for helping. Next, the likeliest 
quarters are circularised by Means of the press, public meetings, 
by propaganda literature, etc., that “ lists” are in the organisa- 
tion's possession, that they are the biggest and best, and that 
inquiries are invited, The results are many and most interesting. 
To take a few: in the first instance, there is some very valuable 
publicity automatically if subtly suggested for the body con- 
cerned. Secondly, widespread and useful contacts are set up with 
new clients or friends grateful for this humane and disinterested 
concern for their hapless relatives on the Continent. Thirdly, 


~ such clients can, of course, later on he circularised for help 
or other 


favours for the organisation itself, There are, 
no doubt, many cases where the use of “lists” of this kind 
has been carried out with the purest motives and conducted 
as efficiently as the necessarily haphazard nature of the in- 
formation on the lists permits.. But there have been too many 
cases quite the reverse in this respect involving most disgrace- 
ful attempts to make political capital out of a charity and to 
turn the troubles of the helpless and the sorrows of the bereft 
to profitable account. One not unimportant body even had 
the callousness recently, in the course of its “ lists ” operations, 
to request ten shillings from clients towards cabling expenses. 


The whole thing is none the less discreditable because no 


individual stands to reap personal gain.

HOW TO CLEAR UP THE MESS 


Tue truth is, of course, that scores, even haindreds, of 
different lists are in existence, some compiled by the Germay 
camp authorities, others by unofficial underground organisa- 
tions in the camps, or by outside relief agencies. These are 
often of very different dates. Then, again, frequently old ang 
new lists have been combined under a much later date heading 
with the result that relatives in this country stand to suffer acije 
disappointment and grief when their hopes are dashed {o 
the ground. All this makes it quite clear, after a momeni’s 
thought, that the scramble now in operation is not only jp- 
decent but of necessity highly inefficient. The Aliens Com. 
mittee of the Deputies has, therefore, not too soon decided 
to approach the United Kingdom Search Bureau with a \iew 
to its taking in hand inquiries concerning the whereabouts not 
only, as at present, of German, Austrian, and Stateless persons. 
but of, those of all other- nationalities. It is much to be hoped 
that this eminently sensible centralisation will be carried ow 
immediately, that all reliable lists will be handed in to the 
Bureau, and that every effort will be made to carry on the work 
with speed and accuracy. Given this, one may look to the 
correction of the present chaotic position, and one may hope 
that the scramblers will have the good sense and public spirit 
to cease from scrambling. In ariy case, should an organisation 


refuse to pass its “lists” to the U.K. Search Bureau, it will 


automatically pronounce iiself as a practitioner in this odious 
“lists” scramble. Pending unifying action the Jewish public 
would be well advised to be on its guard against having its 
hopes falsely raised, or in some other way. being unnecessarily 
imposed upon. 


THE SUFFERERS STILL SUFFER 

Peace in Europe has come. Ihe San Francisco conference 
has agreed upon the charter of the new Peace Organisation. 
The concentration camps have been “liberated.” But the 
sufferings of the survivors still go on and the deaths, though 
diminishing in number, still continue. It 1s impossible to read 
the report of the Jewish Chaplain, Captain L. H. Hardman— 
who has struggled with immense devotion and real heroism 
to relieve the terrible conditions prevailing in these camps— 
without downright consternation and dismay. What. if any- 
thing, is being done to cope with this appalling state of affairs 
radically and effectively? What plans are being evolved for 
the immediate saving of the lives of these people who 
are sinking into death by their hundreds, and all suffering 
mental torture? What hopes of long-range settlement for 
their aching problems can we offer? The voluble leaders— 
mostly the self-appointed ones—of our community who 
shouted themselves hoarse with protestations and demands 
when the Government was powerless to act, have dropped into 
discreet silence now that action is practicable—not only because 
of the Allied victory but because the Malach Hamavyer has 
reduced the magnitude of the challenging task erying aloud 
for help and action. H this accumulated mass of misery and 
suffering is not tackled with speed and determination and with 
complete selflessness, there will be a terrible account to repder. 


BASIC JEWISH AGREEMENT 

Tue three Jewish emissaries who weat from Anglo-Jewry to. 
San Francisco have now reported on their mission: first, Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen te the A.J.A., and then Mr. Moss and Mr. 
Brotman (the Deputies’ Secretary) to the Board. All three of 
them, it is to be observed, seem to be of the opinion that the 
time has come for consultation between all responsible Jewish 
organisations here and in the United States, so that something 
like a highest common factor of agreement can be set forth 
in the presentation of the Jewish case by the various Jewish 
bodies to their Governments, prior to the Peace Conference. 
It has long been obvious that if these various Jewish bodies 
could in their solicitations indicate that what they ask 1s bere 
sought in very similar form by practically all Jewish bodies 
in the two countries, the weight of their solicitations would 
be considerably increased. This, judging from Mr. Moss's 
statement to the Deputies, represents also the American Jewish 
view. He mentioned that the American suggestion was that

WHERE SILENCE IS NOT RETREAT 

ONE serious snag, however, has been allowed to presen! itself 
to general agreement, which in reality need not affect the 
valuable achievement of the “highest common factor” of 
Jewish opinion. Certain Zionists feel that unless they can 
persuade the non-Zionists to agree to include in their basic 
programme the demand for a Jewish State, they will not be 
able to join in any scheme for a general Jewish basis of agree 
ment without prejudicing the Jewish State policy 1 
which they are as Zionists quite properly pledged. A moment's 
cool thought will show the. groundlessness of these qualms. 
For plainly the Zionists will have lost nothing by securing 
the support of world Jewry—or all of it that remains with any 
voice to raise for its own salvation—for a cardinal portion o! 
their policy, the maximum entry of Jews into Palestine. And 
they will still be in duty bound by their principles to work 
tirelessly for a Jewish State in the classical boundaries of 
Palestine. Zionists have never been weakened by honest and 
reasonable compromises with non-Zionist Jews; it is when they 
have compromised their Zionism, when they have given the 
impression to the British and other Governments that, what- 
ever their real intentions, they were capable of marching under 
a variety of flags-—under a “ Partition ” flag, or a “community 
flag, or a “cultural home” flag—that they have done injury.

DEATH-CAMP VICTIMS 
STILL SUFFER | 


A Chaplain’s Disclosures 


Returning tor a short leave from Beisen, where 
he has been working, for most of the time alone 
since liberation day, as welfare officer, Captain the 
Rev, L. H. Hardman, C.F., B.L.A., is devoting his 
leave to an atiempt to rouse the conscience of the 
community and of any who may still doubt the 
truth of the horrible sufferings undergone by the 
inmates of Belsen and similar camps. 

So terribly impressive and realistic were his 
descriptions when addressing a crowded mecting 
at the Cheetham Public Hal, Manchester. last 
weck, that men in the audience could be seen with 
tears in their eyes and many women were sobbing. 

He told of the hopelessly inadequate supplies 
of all kinds. The military authorities had given 
first priority to the removal of typhus cases, and 
during the first few days, thousands upon thou- 
sands of persons ill and dying of other ailments 
could not receive any attention whatsoever. He 
personally had hel to bury 25,252, up to the 
time of leaving, mostly unidentified corpses. 

Under the Nazis, with incredible will-power 
many of the iil and dying prisoners had dragged 
themselves daily to the roll call, being obliged to 
stand in icy cold:or in heat for hours, because 
anyone too weak to stand was prompily slung 
into the incinerators and burnt alive. With 
liberation day and the terror removed, the will- 
power of these poor people had snapped and they 
just died in their thousands.. There were cases 
of young girls who had told him they had nothi 
to live for, all their dearest having been killed. 
Mr. Hardman told of the brave battle which the 
all too few medical people and welfare officers 


had fought againg lice, typhoid, dysentery, starva- , 


tion, and indescribably imsanitary conditions. At 
that time, said Mr. Hardman, ambulances would 
have been of énormous value He had appealed 
to this country for the release of some of London’s 
Synagoguc-ambulances, but without any imme- 
diate result, Weeks later, about the time when the 
old camp buildings were burned, he received an 
offer from the Chief Rabbi's Emergency Committee, 
of three ambulances, But it was too late. 


Families Reunited 
By voluntary collections among members of 


Army and Air Force units, he had got together 


hundreds of white loaves, half a million cigarettes, 
and thousands of tins of food of all descriptions, 
and this had meant a lot to the inmates, showing 
them that they were not forgotten kt was of great 
moral value for them (80 per cent of the immates 
being Jewish) to be able to talk to him in Yiddish. 
He had written Ictters and telegrams for them to 
relatives in Britain and America. He had made 
possible unofficial ltison with other camps. 
Pathetically moving instances of families being 
reunited wth those they believed dead has 
resulted from these contacts 

When repatriation of the nationals of Western 
European countries started, and the inmates of the 
camp were segregated according to nations. the 
Polish Jews were horrified at the prospect of being 
sent back to Poland—they had experienced too 
much anti-Semitism from Poles, even in the camp. 
But at the same time they did not wish to become 
Stateless, with the prospect of endless wanderings 
which they knew that entailed 

The suggestion to establish a Jewish camp which 


would have been a great help had been declined 


by the military authorities, as “ the Jews were not 
a nation but a religious faith,” they declared:

explained to them that they had to choose between 


the two alternatives: Polish nationality or Stateless- 
ness, but finally they achieved a kind of victorious 


compromise. They were not to be repatriated 


to Poland, but retained Polish citizenship all the 


same, 
No direct help -had come from either Anglo- 


or American Jewry while he was in the camp, the 
only thing he got being urgent requests from 


various sources for lists of 
greatest necessity now was to get the 
different surroundings. Many were suffering from 
tuberculosis. Places in sanatoria ought to be 
found for them in suitable climates. Those who 
had relatives in this country should be allowed 
to join them.

KASHER SCHOOL CANTEENS) 


At a meeting of the Executive of the. Jewish 
Education Board, at. which Mr. H. Steinart, 
J.P., presided, Mr. Judah J. Slotki, Superintendent, 
said that much progress had been made in regard 
to the opening of the proposed canteen at the 
Higher Broughton Assembly Rooms, It had been 
hoped: to commence serving meals at the end of 
this month, but owing to technical reasons it would 
not be possible to open the centre until after the 
school holidays, some time’ in September. 

With regard to the establishment of a Kasher 
Canteen in the Prestwich area. Mr. Slotki said 
that there was every reason to believe that if the 
Jewish community undertook the responsibility for 
the erection of such a canteen, the local authority 
would meet all the costs, subject to certain con- 
ditions. ce Jewish Education Board had called 
a joint meeting of the Executives of the Holy Law 
and Prestwich Congregations and the Board.

LEEDS COUNCIL OF JEWS > 
AND CHRISTIANS 


A meeting held recently to form a Leeds Council 
of Christians and Jews was attended by Jeading 
clerics and laymen from the Anglican, Roman 
Catholic, Free Church, and Jewish communities, 
the University of Leeds, the political parties and 
industry. 

It was unanimously resolved, apy, a dis- 
cussion, to establish a local Council of Christians 
and Jews as a branch of the Central Counci in 
London, The feeling was expressed that Leeds 
should take part in combating those evils which 
have been made only too obvious ~ ogy - the war, 
evils whereby essential human rights have been 
obliterated on the pretext of race or creed. 

The aims and work of the Central Council were 
explained by the Central Council's Secretary, the 
Rev. W. W. Simpson. 


CO-ORDINATING JEWISH 
EDUCATION 


Under the aegis of the Leeds Talmud Torah 
practically all the children in Leeds receiving a 
Jewish education at organised classes are now 
merged into one body. The first step inthis 
centralisation took place when the Talmud Torah 
took over the Moortown Hebrew classes from the 
United Synagogue. A new headmaster was 
appointed and there are now some 6 children 
on the roll.. It is hoped to engage additional staff 
and to increase the numbers of hours of teaching. 

The second step in co-ordination has now come 
with the merging of the Francis Street Hebrew 
classes and the Talmud Torah. The Francis Street 
classes have been in existence for many — years, 
controlled by the Chapeltown Hebrew Conercga- 
tion, To ensure that these classes will be well 


staffed and adequately provided for, it was felt. 


e central direction of the Talmud Torah was 
needed. These classes will retain their former 
name: “ Francis Street Hebrew Classes,” although 
they are now officially a branch of the Talmud 
Torah. 

Including the girls being taught at morning 
classes in three elementary schools the Talmud 
Torah is now directly responsible for the Jewish 
education of nearly 650 children.

Council Meeting 


Members of the Council of the Jewish Fellow- 
ship. met week under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Basil L.. Q. Henriques. at the Bonnington Hotel. 
Southampton Row, W.C. 

Mr. Henriques said that 19 apologies for absence 
had betn: received, the remaining absentees, with 
the exception ot.ten. who had not. “ signified 
intention,” being no doubt on. active service 
tie (About |S menibers, out of a 
of: over 50, were present at the meeting.) - 

Messrs. V. Brodzky, Frank Renton, Otto Schiff, 
and I. W. Goldberg had, reported Mr. Henriaues, 
resigned from membership of the Council, but Sir 
Philip Hartog, the Rev. B. Rodrigucs Pereira, and 
Capt. F . Walev had joined, 

Major Sir Brunel Cohen delivered the Presien- 
tial address. 

In the first. six months: of the 
Fellowship, said Sir Brunel, attamed. a member- 
ship of over 1,000.: The growth had been steady, 
an. merease every week, The membership 
included adherents of all. sections of the community. 
As was to be expected, some. who. were. strong 
political Ziontsis wrote to the Jewish Press opposing 
the Jewish Fellowship. . On the other hand, the 
Fellowship received many letters showing warm 
and enthusiastic support. 

While they recognised that the principle that the 
Jews were a religious communily and not a political 
nation must evoke opposition. from. those who held 
the opposite view, they were saddened, he said, by 
the nature of the methods they had adopted to 
capress their opposition, 

The Fellowship would endcavour stimulate 
interest in. the religious education of children. 

When the men and women were demobuilised 
from the Forces, also, they must try to enlist all! 
of them for service to the Jewish community. 

Sir Brunel also. referred to the. Fellowship’s 
inferest in promoting an appropriate solution tor 
their fellow Jews in Europe, at least parity, first, 
by secking to obtain for Jews everywhere the full 
status .of citizenship, and secondly, by assisimeg 
thase Jews who for various reasons had to find new 
homes to do so, with special consideration for 
those who desired to settle in Palestine, 

After. a number of alterations to the draft con- 
stitution had been dealt with, Mr. Henriques said 
that it had been suggested that a large public meet- 
ing in connection with the Fellowship be organised 
in the autumn. 

Ai this point Dr. Charles Singer rose and spoke 
of the difficulties attendant upon the putting of a 
:csolution to the meeting, whereupon, on the pro- 
posal of Mr. Henriques. the.meeting resolved itself

About a weck ago I met about a thousand prisoncrs, 
mostly women, in onc of the camps for displaced persons. 
After being one of the first to enter Belsen, and secing 
with my own cyes the horrors they lived through, I am 
sure they deserve better conditions and a little more com, 
fort than they are now receiving, two months after their 
release. If that little extra cannot be provided by Ame or 
Unrra, who are both doing a good job, then it is the 
responsitdlity of cvery Jewish person two provide some 
measure of comfort for thse unfortunatcs All Jewish 
personne! of the 2nd Army received a letter from the Chict 
Chaplain, in which he asked them to send some smal) 
offering to make the lives of the ex-prisoners a little morc 
pleasant. Many people to whom I have spoken, though 
willing to send clothes, say that the Government will not 
allow these parcels to ceach the ex-prisoners. Surely if 
these parcels were addressed to the Chaplain in charec. they 
would be delivercd safely I should like to know who is 
in charec of these affairs. and why a committce is not 
working on the spot. The sceming negiect and inadequacy 
of such organisation is truly pitiful. At the moment thesc 
ex-prisoners are living in one set of German rags. and have 
one blanket cach. and I appeal to every Jew in this country 
to make & his personal business to sce that parcels will 
reach the camps. Relcasine these unfortunatc people from. 
Beiscn is not enough. They must be heiped back to a 
healthy and normal life quickly. Even giving them decent 
clothes to wear will help them to regain a pride in them- 
selves, and they will not fec' abandoned by their feliow-

JEWISH ORPHANAGE’S 
150th YEAR 


This year, the Jewish Orphanage will celebrate 
the 150th anniversary of its foundation. 

The charity originated in 1795. In that year a 
sum of money was collected to build a hospital for 
sick Jews, but it was decided to use the moncy to 

found an asylum” for necdy Jews. The asylum, 
under the name of “ The Jews’ Hospital.” was 
opened in Mile End Road in 1807 for five aged 
men, ten boys, and cight girls. It was resolved 
later to “ move into the country.” and in 1863 
the institution in West Norwood was opched for 
220 children, the aged people being provided with 
pensions. 

As the result of an outbreak of cholera in East 
London, “ The Jews’ Orphan Asylum ” was started 
for children who had lost their parents in the 
Plague. In 1836 the two charities amalgamated 
(under a scheme sanctioned by the Charity Com- 
mussioners) under the name of “ The Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum.” 

It was not until 1928 that the name was changed 
to “ The Jewish Orphanage.” 

The annual general court of the Jewish 
Orphanage was held last week at New Court, St. 
Swithin’s Lane, E.C.. with the President. Mr. 
Anthony de Rothschild, in the chair. 

The Honorary Officers, Committee, and Auditors 
were re-clected. The accounts for 1944, which 
were adopted, showed a slht increase in annual 
subscriptions and donations. Orphan Aid Socicties 
contributed £1,718, against £1,636 in the previous 
vcar. 

Phe annual report shows that the average num- 
ber of children for the year was 131. -Among the 
activities at Hertford was a sports day, in which 
17 schools took part and the Orphanage secured 
nme tists. At the special Passover Cantcen 3.500 
meals were served during the Festival. On Prize 
Day the Mayor of Hertford referred to the iriiercst 
taken by the Hertford authorities in the welfare 
of the Jewish Orphanage. To deal with the occupa- 
tion of the children during out-of-school hours 
(which, says the report, presents even greater dilh- 
cultres under evacuation conditions) a Club 
Organiser has been appomted., Club activities 
include dramatics, -gardening, dancing, puppets, 
fretwork,. discussions, music, and leatherwork

A RELAXATION of present restrictions: so as to 
al’ow residents. of the Fort Ontario refugee shelter

CAREERS ADVICE 


The War Office has issued a pamphlet, entitled 
“ The Army Education Scheme—the Plan for the 
Release Period * (obtainable from H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 2d.), with an introduction by Sir 
James Grigg, Secretary for War in the last Govern- 
ment, who points out that the Army Education 
Scheme has been worked out in order to assist the 
resettlement of the men and women of the Army 
and to help reconstruct the social and economic 
life of the country. The scheme is not intended 
to train men and women for specific jobs in com- 
merce or industry; remustering and retraining on 
a national scale should be the job of the Ministry 
of Labour. Nevertheless, it is proposed to offer 
general and pre-vocational training, to which it ts 
estimated that during the present release period 
six hours a week of a soldier's working time might 
be devoted. This preliminary training should put 
the soldier in the way of learning a vocation when 
he leaves the Army. There are six fields of choice 
in which the elements will be given—technical sub- 
jects; general science; home and health; man and 
society; commerce; and art, crafts, music, and 
drama. For those men and women who seck a 
qualification for entry to the universities and the 
professions, a special examination will be provided 
—the Forces Preliminary Examination—which will 
be accepted by the Universities of Great Britain 
and by the majority of the professional bodies; 
while the Civil Service Commission will recognise 
it as equivalent to the School Certificate as educa- 
tional qualification for their Reconstruction Com- 
petitions, The pamphlet includes a complete index 
of the courses to be provided.

LETTUCES 


Lettuces which are now cheap and plentifu) are 
excellent when cooked, 


Lettuce Soup 


Use any vegetable waters as the basis of this soup 
—any you have strained off from broad beans, peas 
carrots, etc, To 2 pts. vegetable water allow } py’ 
milk, the outside leaves of 3 or 4 lettuces (having 
used the hearts in salad), 3 or 4 spring onions, jn. 
cluding the green ends, a few spinach leaves or (he 
green ends from a bunch of radishes, 1 oz, mar. 
oz, flour, a little vegetable extract. 
shred the vegetables and cook in the stock til| 
tender. 

Meit margarine, stir in flour smoothly, ang 
gradually add milk, stock and vegetables. Stir (1; 
boiling, season with salt and pepper, and add vege. 
table extract to taste. If to be served at a meat 
meal, omit the milk, replace with a little  exirg 
vegetable extract. 


Stuffed Lettuce Leaves 


Use the large outside leaves of the lettuces, Pyt 
them in a colander, pour boiling water over them, 
then drain. Put a spoonful savoury stuffing on each, 
roll up tightly, pack close togetber in a greased 
casserole, dot with margarine, cover with a mar- 
garine paper, put the lid on the casserole. bake in 
a slow oven about } hour. Serve coated with thick 
gravy or sauce. 


Suggested Fillings 


(1) Sausage meat, seasoned with sage and finely 
chopped onion, 

(2) 2 or 3 oz. meat put through the mincer, with 
a spring onion and a sprig or two of parsley, mixed 
with 2 oz. breadcrumbs, Bind with a reconsii- 
tuted cggz and season with salt and pepper. 

(3) Cooked macaroni and fried onion: add some 
chopped watercress and a little vegetable extract. 
When baked pour over thick white sauce, to which 
has been added scme chopped watercress and vege- 
table extract or tomato ketchup. 


Baked Lettuce (1) 

Trim and wash as many lettuces as required and 
boil for 5 minutes in boilmg salted water Then 
drain well and place in a greased fireproof dish. Dot 
with margarine, add a few cut up spring onions, 
cover the dish and bake in a moderate oven about 
45 minutes Drain off the liquid from the dish, 
thicken with a little flour, season with salt and 
pepper and pour over the lettuces. 

Baked Lettuces (2) 


Prepare as for baked lettuce, put m a greased 
casserole, season, with salt and pepper and a tew 
drops lemon juice or substitute. Add a cup ol 
gravy or water and vegetable extract, cover with 
a greased paper, put the lid on the casserole and 
bake in a moderate oven about 45 minutes. Pour 
off the gravy, thicken it with flour, and season if 
necessary and pour over the lettuces.

THREE WEEKS | 


By 


“ZESTERDAY we started the period known as 
“the Three Weeks,” three weeks in which 
have happened some of the most tragic events 

in our Jewish history. Let me tell you very shortly 

the events which, burnt into the memory of the 

Jews, are kept alive by the observance of. these 

Three Weeks.”’ 

It was in the year 69, when the Jews, driven to 
despair, revolted against Roman rule. Everything 
that the Jew held dear had been treated with dis- 
respect, Jewish feelings had been contempiuously 
ignored, their property stolen, their freedom taken 
from them. All Northern Palestine was in the 
hands -of the Remans, while the people of the 
south fought hard against them. Nero, the Emperor; 
died in 68, but in less than two years, Vespasian, 
his general, managed to get himself crowned ruler. 
He himself went back to Rome, but left his son 
Titus in charge of the war in Judea. 

Titus had an immense army and reached the 
walls of Jerusalem. All might still have been well, 
for Jerusalem with its hills was a strong naturally 
fortified city. But there were conflicts among the 
Jews themselves which did not stop until Titus 
appeared with his battering-rams at the outer walls. 
The Jews were driven by the Romans back to the 
Temple area, which, standing in spacious grounds. 
was a small citadel itself. But on the 17th day of 
Tammuz (yesterday was the anniversary) the daily 
Sacrifices which had until then been regularly 
offered ceased and there were no priests to officiate. 
Now the siege continued before the very walls of 
the Temple itself. Titus built embankments against 
the walls for an assault but these walls were so 
strong that in the end the Romans had to set fire 
to the gates and so burst through. The Jewish

soldiers fought heroically, giving way only inch 
by inch against overwhelming odds Titus, it is 
said, wished to spare the Temple, but his soldiers 
set nt on firc, and on Ab 9, exactly three weeks 
after the outer walls had been entered,.the Temple 
was reduced to ashes. So fell the city of Jerusalem, 
our dear capital, on the same date as the. First 
Temple had been destroyed nearly 700 years 
before, and we remember our two Temples by 
observing that day as a fast. 

The revolt of the Jews was now. nearly at an 
end. There was a little resistance in a few out- 
lying places, but Titus returned to Rome in 
triumph, taking with him several hundred Jewish 
prisoners to form a triumphal procession through 
the streets of his capital, together with all the 
golden vessels that he had taken from the Temple. 
The Arch of Triumph that .was crected to his 
victory still stands in Rome, and on it can be seen 
sculptured representations of the trophies from 
the Temple, including the Menorah. the | seven- 
branched candlesiick. 

All that remains of our Temple is a piece of 
wall, which every Jew who goes to Eretz visits and 
remembers the glory that once stood there.

A gathering at the Highgate Synagogue recently 
welcomed home a number of members of the 
Forces, including repatriated ex-prisoners of war. 

Godfrey Landa, of Northwood Halli, Hornsey 
Lane, had been captured by the Germans in Crete 
in 1941, after having been wounded: had spent 
four years in various Stalags: and escaped from 
his captors while being moved from camp in 
Leipzig. Both he and Maurice Burgh, of ‘501, 
Hornsey Road, who was captured at Tobruk in 
the retreat to El Alamein in 1942, had been in the 
same volunteer Territorial Unit, the North London 
Regiment, before the. war, 

Maurice Burgh movingly described the way that 
he and some other Jewish prisoners had prayed on 
the Day of Atonement, separating themselves 
into small groups around the perimeter of the 
camp so that the guards should not suspect what 
was happening. . 

Alfred Marks, of 130b, Junction Road. was 
‘captured in the Ardennes push at the beginning 
of the year. He was unfortunate enough to lose 
his mother, by death, soon after his return home. 

Other members of the Forces present included 
Lieut. George Goldstein, D.F.C:—an American 
fighter pilot from Hampden, Virginia—who was 
captured in France in December, 1943, and was 
recently liberated by the Russians.

MACCABI COMPANY IN 
JEWISH BRIGADE 


Major Macdonald Brown's Tribute 


A handsome tribute to the Maccabi Company, 
now serving with the Jewish Brigade, was paid by 
its Commartier, Major Macdonald Brown, when, 
accompanied by his wife. he was given a reception 
at Maccabi House, Compayne Gardens, West 
Hampstead, last 

Sir Leon Simon, C.B., a Vice-President of the 
Maccabi Union, who presided, said that Major 
Macdonald Brown went out to Palestine in Sep- 
tember, 1941, and formed the first Maccabi com- 
pany. He proceeded to train the company for 
active service, and led them into active service and 
shared with them the honours which they had won 
in the field. 

Major Macdonald Brown, addressing his 
audience as “ Fellow Maccabi members” (because, 
he said, he was made one when he was command- 
ing the Maccabi Company in Palestine), told the 
story of the Company from its formation until he 
handed over. 

speaker made it clear that the Maccabi 
Company were not the only Maccabim serving in 
the Army, indeed there were hundreds and hundreds 
of Maccabim in other units, ; 

In September, 1941, they had started off with SO 
recruits of young Maccabi members. They were 
a very keen and fit-looking group, mostly between 
18 and 23 years of age. By the middle of 1942 
they were a well-trained full company and had 
become almost 100 per cent Maccabi, 196 strong. 

They were given guarding duties to do chiefly 
at ammunition dumps. It was a most soul-destroy- 
ing assignment, because these were eager young 
people whose only ambition was to go out and 
fight. What had not been appreciated fully in 
this country, ‘and certainly not ~ officialdom, was 
the keenness of these youngsters who certainly had 
an axe to grind. Most of.their relatives, and in 
some cases they themselves, had been in concen- 
tration camps, and when it came to hating these 
were the fellows who could do nt. Yet for two 
years they had had to do the dreariest of jobs. 

Very soon after he left, the Jewish Brigade was 
formed, and they were in Italy at the same time 
as he was, and he heard from them quite a lot.

with the Relief Corps and Chinese Red Cross.,”’

HOME SECTION’. 


The Kindergarten- 
Age Child 


HE care and training of the child of kindergarten 
age, as many recent facts have stressed, is 
a whole-time job. Yet how can a woman 
already’ overburdened with housework, shopping, 
and other domestic duties, have the patience or 
the time always to answer a child’s questions or to 
give it the kind of training and guidance it re- 
quires? The fact that war conditions have brought 
innumerable women who were once. able to afford 
domestic help into line with the poorer women who 
have always had these difficulties to contend with 
only emphasises the need for some practical and 
universal solution of the problem. 


Nobody who has not tried to do some house- 


work, cooking, sewing, gardening, or shopping, 
accompanied o a lively toddler will fail to appre- 
ciate the difficulties. The child's world at an early 
age is still manifestly bordered by his own per- 
sonal needs. He can as yet neither grasp nor 
understand the fact that he is merely a part of a 
greater world. 

It is therefore worse than useless to appeal, as 
thoughtless people are fond of doing, to a_ small 
child’s “ reason.” And as this inevitably fails, the 
busy housewife falls back on. threats and punish- 
ments in protection of the limited time at her dis- 
posal in which to do her work. “ Don't _walk 
where I -have cleaned, or I'll cut your leg off.” 
“Stop asking questions, or I'll cut your tongue 
out.” And so it goes on, and either these state- 
ments fall on completely deaf ears, in which case 
they substantially negate all further parental coun- 
sel or command, or they reduce the sensitive child 
to a condition of terror Neither result is desirable. 


Danger of Lack of Interest 


Just as disastrous is the apparent total lack of 
interest betraved by many busy mothers in the 
activities or interests of their children. “ Get out 
of my way and go and play ” ts the sort of instruc- 
tion issued by such mothers, and the children run 
out undisciplined into the streets in so many Cases. 
But the nature of the child is such that some warm 
appreciation of its growing abilities is necessary to 
it as a stimulus in the right direction. Therefore 
when it is convinced in its mind that its mother Jas 
no interest in it, and it perhaps feels itself 
supplanted by a small brother or sister. “whose 
helpless infancy forces its parent to tend H con- 
stantly, the neglected child will attract. attention 
to itself in ways that may ultimately lead it into 
trouble, and further lay the foundations of a course 
of conduct that is neither useful nor constructive. 

The most unfortunate part of the matter ts that 
it operates most severely on the most deserving 
type of mother. The hard-working, conscientious 
housewife is, because she is .so well or  over- 
occupied, least able to devote her time, paticnee, 
and care to the spiritual needs of her child. 

“La société des enfants est charmante mais 
fatiguante,”" wrote Maurois, and in aciwal fact the 
charm of childrén, which. to the genuine cluild- 
lover is unending, is nevertheless at times almost 
obscured by the necessity: for exercising towards 
them continual patience, understanding, and good 
nature. How can these excellent qualities be 
brought to bear upon children by women. whose 
entire daily life is a mosaic of ceaseless jobs; 
whose minds must be constantly scheming and plan- 
ning, whose fingers must be constantly busy, and 
whose feet must carry them “hiher and thither in 
an endless succession of errands about the house? 
And is not the solution of these difficulties a vital 
part of any scheme for the future of the race? 

The new measures put. forward for ensuring a 
better status and therefore a better supply of 
domestic help will unfortunately relieve only the 
minority of mothers; even when these measures 
are implemented, which must take some years. The 
more practical solution should be, found in the 
creation of more and better (gcilities for nursery 
schools and nursery centres conveniently situated 
in every district.’ These are not “ institutions ” in 
the narrow, and rightly disapproved, sense of the 
word. They should and they can furnish only a 
part. of the child’s requirements, and they need 
not in the least detract from either the influence 
or the affection of the mother. But by providing 
a definite place of interest for little children during 
the major portion of the day, they will auto- 
matically relieve the mother and afford the child 
some of the advantages that are obviously denied 
him at present.

MACCABI COMPANY IN 
JEWISH BRIGADE 


Major Macdonald Brown's Tribute 


A handsome tribute to the Maccabi Company, 
now serving with the Jewish Brigade, was paid by 
its Commartier, Major Macdonald Brown, when, 
accompanied by his wife, he was given a reception 
at Maccabi ouse, Compayne Gardens, West 
Hampstead, last week. 

Sir Leon Simon, C.B., a Vice-President of the 
Maccabi Union, who presided, said that Major 
Macdonald Brown went out to Palestine in Sep- 
tember, 1941, and formed the first Maccabi com- 
pany. He proceeded to train the company for 
active service, and led them into active service and 
shared with them the honours which they had won 
in the field. 

Major Macdonald Brown, addressing his 
audience as “ Fellow Maccabi members” (because, 
he said, he was made one when he was command- 
ing the Maccabi Company in Palestine), told the 
story of the Company from its formation until he 
handed over. 

The speaker made it clear that the Maccabi 
Company were not the only Maccabim serving in 
the Army, indeed there were hundreds and hundreds 
of Maccabim in other units. 

In September, 1941, they had started off with 50 
recruits of young Maccabi members. They were 
a very. keen and fit-looking group, mostly between 
18 and 23 years of age. By the middie of 1942 
they were a well-trained full company and had 
become almost 100 per cent. Maccabi, 196 strong. 

They were given guarding duties to do chiefly 
at ammunition dumps, It was a most soul-destroy- 
ing assignment, because these were eager young 
people whose only ambition was to go out and 
fight. What had not been appreciated fully in 
this country, and certainly not by officialdom, was 
the keenness of these youngsters who ccrtamly had 
an axe to grind. Most of.their relatives, and in 
some cases they themselves, had been in concen- 
tration camps, and when it came to hating these 
were the fellows who could do it. Yet for two 
years they had had to do the dreariest of jobs. 

Very soon after he left, the Jewish Brigade was 
formed, and they were in Italy at the same time 
as he was, and he heard from them quite a lot. 
As far as he knew they were still in Italy. 

Oiher speakers were Mr. P. Gildesgame, Chair- 
man of the Maccabi Union, and Dr. . Nathan 
Morris and Dr. Cecil Roth, Vice-Presidcnis. 


SHELTERERS’ REUNION 


Some of the 400-odd shelterers who used

during the blitzes on East London, had -a happy 
“ family * reunion on Sunday afternoon and even- 
ing. 
The meeting-place was Absa House, in the Com- 
mercial Road, and young and old enjoyed a jolly 
concert given by the Empire House Concern Party 
which had been formed by the shelterers themselves. 
As a thanksgiving offering for their survival the 
shelterers subscribed as much as they could to the 
United Palestine Appeal after they Riad heard a 
short address by Mr. A. P. Michaelis.

THANKS TO THE NAVY 


In a letter sent to the ministers of Synagogues 
throughout Great Britain, the Chief Rabbi has 
recommended that congregations associate them- 
selves with the.** Day of Thanktul Remembrance 
for the work of the Royal Navy and the Merchant 
Navy.” This day is being observed in churches 
on Sunday, July 8, when collections will be made 
for King George’s Fund for Sailors, which helps 
cases needing financial assistance. 

“Sabbath, July 7, or any other Sabbath that may 
be more convenient,”” 1s suggested by Dr, Hertz for 
reminding congregations ““of our immeasurable 
indebtedness to these services. Contributions 
should be sent to King George's Fund for Sailors, 
Trinity House, London, E.C.3. 


HELP FOR CHINA 


The Chief Rabbi has strongly recommended an 
appeal made by the Hon. Lady Cripps, President 
of Brittsh United Aid to China, in connection 
with the eighth -anniversary of the outbreak of 
war between China and Japan. 

Lady Cripps, in the course of a letter she has 
sent to Jewish ministers, states that “‘ when the 


Jewish refugees, ultimately numbering about 
15,000, began to pour into Shanghai in 1938, some 
of our constituent organisations out there gave 


them much voluntary assistance in the setting up 
of camps for them”; and that “at the present 
time there are a number of Jewish doctors working 
with the Relief Corps and Chinese Red Cross” — 

lt is suggested that Sabbath, July 14; or the 
Sabbath thereafter be devoted to the cause of 
British United Aid to China (whose address is 
57, New Bond Street, W.1). ‘

HOME SECTION 


The Kindergarten- 
Age Child 


HE care and traming of the child of kindergarten 
age, as many recent facts have stressed, is 
a whole-time job. Yet how can a woman 
already overburdened with housework, shopping, 
and other domestic duties, have the patience or 
the time always to answer a child's questions or to 
give it the kind of training and guidance it re- 
quires? The fact that war conditions have brought 
innumerable women who were once. able to afford 
domestic help into line with the poorer women who 
have always had these difficulties to contend with 
only emphasises the need for some practical and 
universal solution of the problem. 

Nobody who has not tried to do some house- 
work, cooking, sewing, gardening, or shopping, 
accompanied by a lively toddler will fail to appre- 
ciate the difficulties. The child's world at an early 
age is still manifestly bordered by his own per- 
sonal needs. He can as yet neither grasp nor 
understand the fact that he is merely a part of a 
greater world. 

It is therefore worse than useless to appeal, as 
thoughtless people are fond of doing, to a_ small 
child's “ reason.” And as this inevitably fails, the 
busy housewife falls back on threats and punish- 
ments in protection of the limited time at her dis- 
posal in which to do her work. “ Don’t .walk 
where I have cleaned, or I'll cut your leg off.” 
“ Stop asking questions, or [ll cut your tongue 
out.” And so it goes on, and either these statec- 
ments fall on completely deaf ears, in which case 
they substantially negate all further parental coun- 
sel or command, or they reduce the sensitive child 
to a condition of terror: Neither result is desirable. 


Danger of Lack of Interest 


Just as disastrous is the apparent total lack of 
interest betrayed by many busy mothers in the 
activities or interests of their children. “* Get out 
of my way and go and play ” ts the sort of imstruc- 
tion issued by such mothers, and the children run 
out undisciplined into the streets in so many cases. 
But the nature of the child is such that some warm 
appreciation of its growing abilities 1s necessary to 
it as a stimulus in the right direction. Therefore 
when it is convinced in its mind that its mother has 
no interest in it, and it perhaps feels. ttself 
supplanted by a small brother or sister, whose 
helpless infancy forces its parent to tend i con- 
stantly, the neglected child. will attract attention 
to itself in wavs that may ultimately lead it into 
trouble, and further lay the foundations of a course 
of conduct that is neither useful nor constructive. 

Fhe most unfortunate part-.of the matter ts that 
it. Operates most severely on the most deserving 
type of mother. The hard-working, conscientious 
housewife is,. because she is so. well over- 
occupied, least able to. devote her time, patience, 
and. care to the spiritual needs of her child. 

La société enfants est charmante 
fatiguante,”’ 
charm of children, which to the genuine child- 
lover is unending, is nevertheless at times. almost 
obscured by the necessity for exercising towards 
them continual patience, understanding, and good 
nature. How can these. excellent qualities be 
brought to bear upon children by women. whose 
entire. daily tife is a mosaic of ceaseless. jobs; 


des mais 


_whose minds must be constantly scheming and plan- 


ning, whose fingers must be constantly busy, and 
whose feet must carry them hither and thither in 
an endless succession of errands about the house’? 
And is not the solution of these difficulties a vital 
part of any scheme for the future of the race? 
The new measures put forward for ensuring a 


better status and therefore a_ better supply of 
domestic help will unfortunately relieve only the 
minority of mothers, even when these measures 


are implemented, which must take some years. The 
more practical solution should be found in the 
creation of more and. better (cilities for nursery 
schools and nurséry centres conveniently situated 
in every district. These are not “ institutions” in 
the narrow, and rightly disapproved, sense of the 
word. They should and they can furnish only a 
part of the child’s requirements, and they. need 
not in the least detract from either the influence 
or the affection of the mother. But by providing 
a definite place of interest for littl children during 
the major portion of the day, they will auto- 
matically relieve the mother and afford the child 
some of the advantages that are obviously denicd 
him at. present.
